j Not the least of the many diffi- 
;; cutties which Army Officers have 
t to face in China is the correct pro- 
ynunciation of the language. Al- 
: though a \vord may be spelt in one 
:.way, it Is quite possible for it to 
;,have several different mcaninf;s. .ac- 
j cording to the way in which it is 
; pronounced. As' may well be imag- 
; ined, Missionary Officers are oft- 
times placed In awkward circuinstan- 
f ces, sometimes distressing, but 
generally humorous. For instance. 
1 Captain Gibbon was explaining to 
' one of his Soldiers the mystery of 
I making a pie. "Be sure to ptit the 
.baking powder in with the dour," 
' he said. The Chinese Salvationist 
I roared with laughter, "I know what 
I you mean," he exclaimed amidst 
ripples ,of dejight, "but what you 
' actually said 'was, "Be sure to put 
"nur •■.:fe in with the flour." 
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AREVIV'.'\L is a stirring up of 
any life or mo-^-cmeiit tliat 
exists. We all know what a 
revival is in nature, ^'ou will re- 
member the change that coraes over 
the earth with the Spring-time or the 
rainy season. The grass is iliere, the 
life is in the plants and in the iree^ 
but the fields and woods and garJeii.s 
are dull and brown. Then the warm 
sun shines, the winds blow, f'lc rai;i 
comes, and presently everyt'iin^ 
breaks out into I'erdiire and buaniy, 
■the children laugh and play, the 'jird; 
sing, the garden is delightful. ;ind 
joy and beauty are everywhere. That 
is revival. 

Meaning of revival 

We all know what a re\ivai is in 
trade. When work becomes plentiful 
and money is Hying about, and every- 
body is bm'ing and selling, and there 
is plenty to eat and wear for the poor 
people, we say here is a revival of 
tr.'idc. 

We know what a revival is in 
liciillh. When a man has been siek 
and weak, and unable for his work, 
and hardly knows whether he will 
live or die. and then suddenly j^rov.T 
strong and hearty and high-spiriitd 
we say that his healtli is revived. 

So in religion. When a Corps thai 
has been down and disco;.ra2;ed suii- 
dtnly starts r>nt into life, aetiviiv anrl 
success, when coiigregauous .are iui 
creasing and souls are being siivcd 
we say that Corps has got a revival. 

But more particularly let me show 
you what happens in a revival, and 
then, perhaps. \'on will not onlv see 
what I TTiean,' but whether such a visi- 
tation is needed in your Corps, and if 
it i.s. how important it must be that 
yon should set to work to seek it with 
all your might. Of course, in one 
letter, f can only give a mere glance 
at the mighty blessings that a revival 
brings. 

1. In a revival, the Soldiers wake 
up to .see and feel the importance of 
everlasting things. Oh. how comnton 
it is for the sonl lo get out of touch 
and sight and feeling ^^■ilh eternity !" 
The thingij of time take up all the 
attention. That is 10 say, eating and 
drinking, and dressing and busines; 
absorb it. But when a revival breaks 
out in a Corps, the things of the world 
recede and take their proper places, 
and God. .and Ue.'iveii, and Hell, and 
soul-saving come to the front, and are 
regarded as of first importance. O 
my comrades, would not a revival be 
a blessing to your Corps? 

2. When a re\ival comes to a 
Corps, the Soldiers are drawn out to 
seek God for thetiisclvcs. A feeling 
of htingcr and thirst after .spiritual 
things takes possession of ihcm. The 
spirit of prayer leads them to cry to 
God for the blessings needed by 
themselves, their families, their Corps 
•md their neighbor.s. They will be 
praying all the time — in their own 
chamijer, as they walk about the 
streets, at thcii work, in their famil- 
ies and elsewhere. 

3. When a spiiit of revival is pour- 
ed out on a Corps, Ihtr Solil'icrs will 
invariably Itirn to Ihcir P.ibles, and 
infjuire ^vbat the T.ord. in ITis r.Hvn 
Hook, wants them to be and to do. 

4. Tlie spirit of reviv.il is almost al- 
ways the spirit of song. In their 



work, in the hall, where (iod is mov- 
ing on a people, you ".ill find them 
acknowledging His goodness, bless- 
ing His mercy, and expressing iheir 
tuvji hap|)iness in giad :nid liapi)y 

5. When (he spirit of revival is 
pnnnd lint on a (.'nrps. the Soldiers 
cfinie to see the beauty of holiness. 
10 long after it. to seek for it theiu- 
selves and to glory in its po^session. 

6. In a revjvn.1. the S'>ld.iers eonie 
U) led how heliiless they are of them- 
selves lo fiijlu ihe devil, master the 
world, and get people converted: 
and so lliev seek and liiul the prom- 
ised pov.-er" of the Holy Cliiisl. (iod 
conies to ihein, rnid ihe weak are 
made strong, and "one ch'ises :i 
thuiisand and two put len lluaisand 
to (light."

g. In a revival, all hecfnne inter- 
ested in the salvation of their neigh- 
bors, r-'verybody wants to see sinners 
saved. Hnsb;inds wake ii|) to feel ihey 
cannot live if ibeir wives are imi 
brought out of [lie broad way. and 
wives feel the same, onl\- more so. 
about their husbands. The same spirii 
runs through the family. :uid e\'en i[{::te 
little children will be known to pr;iy. 
and weei) and he in an agony for the 
conversion of their parents and com- 
panions. 

Sinners will be saved 

10. In a revival, sinners wiil be 
getting saved all the trine. Indeed 
no one will feel that it is a real re- 
\ tval wiiliont Conversions, h is won- 
derful, the change ihat will come 
over ihc ungodly when the Hnl\- 
Spirit is being poured forth, and a 
revival is in progress. The careless 
will be inleie.sted. the hardened will 
be melted down, (he backslider will 111- 
(piire the way home again. With 
broken hearts tliey will cry for 
mercv. and with delight and grati- 
tude, they will find it.' In ihe .Salva- 
tion Army, sinner,' are alwavs being 
saved. Nearly every Corps is eon- 
tiniially seeing penitents at [lie inercv 
seal, lull it is often very hard work 
to get them [here. In a revival, how- 
ever, they come in numbers: thev fall 
down readily. Often riis[ea<l of' hav- 
ing to he sought after, they come of 
their own accord — tlicy cannot rest 
or sleejj. or eat, or work until they 
have obtained mercv. 

O my comrades, there are a greal 
many ,,other blessed things Ihat hap- 
pen in a revival. Bnt I have lold you 
enough, I am sure, to show yon liow 
licautlful. how desirable a revival 
must be.

Recently a gentleman called up- 
on one of our Officers to request 
that he would have a personal talk 
with his brother, and deal definitelv 
with him about his sonl, saying. 
'^■ou can do it better than anvone 
else and get to the root of the mat- 
ter" After a little talk thev knelt 
and prayed, seeking ihc eo"-opcra- 
tion of the Holy .Spirit. The dav 
lollowing the brother called at the 
quarters with, produce to .sell, .and 
the Onicer, immediately seizing the 
O|)pori unity, dealt with him of "sin. 
righteousness and Judgment to 
come." .Xftcr the conversation he 
promised to think it over, do better 
and go to the house of God.

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kTHER branches of Social

Men who stay at the Salvation 
Army Men's Hotels or Shelters 
'and are out of employment, are re- 
quested to register and an effort is 
made to secure positions, either 
temporary or permanent. 

Men are encouraged and advised 
to do day work as a tide-over till 
better work can be secured. and men 
come to us daily and are assisted 
m this way by window cleaning, 
gardening, furnace cleaning, bill 
distributing. advertising, snow 
clearing, or any work of an un- 
skilled character. , 

Work for Jobless 
Last year 11,878 jobs of a tem- 
porary ehar.acter were found for 
men. thus providing assistance for 
the bread winner land relieving the 
nnemploynicnt situation. 

At the Industrial Department 
Mastc naper i'; collected, sorted. and 
baled. Disused furniture or cast-off 
clothing is collected and repaired 
and sold lo pay for overhead ex- 
pense. Work is thus created for 
men. and clothing and furniture is 
obaincd for a nominal sum by the 
poor and needy. Men who arc thtis 
given work arc only helped teiupor- 
arily till the Labor Bureau and 
other agencies can secure perma- 
nent work for them. 

The -report of the Women's 
Social Work is written hy Brig- 
adier DesBri^.ay, the W^omen's Soc- 
ial Secretary. She points out that 
the activities of Women Social Of- 
ficers arc many and varied, includ- 
nig: — 

The reclamation and restoration 
of unfortunate women and girls: 
the care of unmarried mothers; the 
care of little children: nursing the 
ick : housing working women : 
Police Court and Prison Work; 
free Employment Bnreau; Board- 
ing Homes for Business Girls; 
Msitation of Hospitals and Homes 
for the -'\gcd. 

To facilitate this work the Army 
has established twenty- two Insti- 
intions in the Territory extending- 
from Wind.sor. Ontario, to ' St. 
John's, Newfoundland, and has set 
apart one hundred and twenty- 
ciirht Officers to carry on the same. 
The Institutions are as follows: — ' 

7 Hospitals. 7 Rescue Homes. 2 1 
Receiving Homes. 1 Working 
Women's Home, 3 Children's 1 
Homes, 2 Young Women's Board- 
ing Homes. 1 

The women and girls admitted 
to the Rescue Homes come from 
various sources. Many of -their 
own accord apply for admission.

Newfoundland, and has set 
apart one hundred and twenty- 
citrht Officers to carry on the same. 
Tht Tnstitulions are .as follows: — ' 

7 Hospitals. 7 Rescue Homes, 2 
Receivlnst Homes. 1 Workin<j 
W omen's Home. 3 Children's 
Homes, 2 Yniiiitj Women's Board- 
ing Homes. 

The women and pirls admitted 
to the Rescue Homes come from 
\arious .sources. Many of -their 
own accord apply for admission, 
whdc others are sent hy Ministers, 
^fagistrates and other henevolently 
disposed people. Sometimes a mo- 
ther appeals to us for help in the 



ease of her wayward girl. Num- 
bers are also brought to us by 
Olticers engaged in other branches 
of Army Work, who in their visita- 
tion and Meetings come across sad 
cases of moral wreck, which seem 
helpless and hopeless unless some 
haven of refuse be at hand. 

A proportion of the young 
women cared for arc unmarried 
mothers. These are first sent to a 
Hospital and then passed on to the 
Home, where they remain for a pe- 
riod of from six to nine months. 
Here mother love is carefully fos^ 
lered and becomes a valuable aux- 
iliary in the girl'.s icforrnaiiau. 
Work is also a great lever, and all 
are taught to do well the round of 
domestic duties and are given in- 
struction in needlework. Number.-; 
of them are still in their 'teens, and 
in some instances hardly more than 
children themselves. One such, a 
young girl not yet fifteen years old. 
ex])ecting to become a mother, was 
brni'iglil 10 one of our InsliLutious. 
.'^he remained with us about seven 
months, in which time hi:r baby w'as 
iiorn and died. Vve then returned 
her to her friends, but she had be- 
come so attached to the Army that, 
at her own request and with per- 
mission from her friends, she was 
lirou.ght back to the city and iilaced 
with a Salvation .Xrmy family, 
where she is giving satisfaction. 
She is now a Salvationist and doing 
well. 

The Receiving Homes deal chief- 
ly witli girls from the Police Court, 
and other incorrigibles. During 
Iheir stay, the length of which 
varies according to the need, the 
Officers responsible for Court 
Work are in touch with them and 
every effort is made, not only to re- 
store them to friends and useful 
employment, but to teach them the 
principles nf right living and the 
way of Salvation for this world and 
the next. 

Given 3 chanee 

One woman who had had over 
fifty convictions and who seemed 
hopeless, was at last given a chance 
with the .-\rmy. Tt was not lon.g ere 
she was brought to realize that her 
only hope of deliverance from her- 
self ?,nd sin was through faith in 
the Salvation of Our Lord and 
.'Saviour .Tcsus Christ. That she 
sought and found it. and is to-day 
a changed woman, may be gathered 
from her testimony in a letter re- 
cently received. She says: "I have 
not had lime to write you before 
but now T sit down |o do so. with 
feelings of gratitude so intense that 
I cannot find words tn convey to 
voti my thanks. This place seems 
to have hecn cspcciallv prepared for 
me. T prav God's richest blessing 
on you, and may He reward you for 
your kindness. You have made 
life worth living and opened the 



way for me to go straight, and I 
j>roniise vou there will be no going 
back." 

Many orphans arc cared for in 
nur Children's Homes ar, well as 
numbers of boys and girls who only 
have one parent. Fathers with no 
one to look after their niotherless 
little ones turn to us, as does also 
the deserted wife, who must earn 
the support of herself and child. 
The ages of the -children range 
from two to twelv£ years. We en- 
deavor to keep the family idea in 
mind and make the Institution a 
real home. The average length of 
stay is twelve months, as usually 
other arrangements can then be 
made by relatives or friends. In the 
case of orphans adoption is arrang- 
ed, and many a little one has gone 
from us to find, as one little fellow 
mit it. ",\ real Papa and Mama," 
whn could supply loving care and 
all lluit makes for success in train- 
ing and education of the boys and 
girls — as many as four have gone 
into one family. 

Seven hoaplials 

Of the seven Hospitals now in 
operation, one — Grace Hospital/. 
Windsor, Ontario, is a General 
Hosnital with a capacity of one 
hundred beds, having private and 
Femi-private rooms, male and female 
Public Wards, a Children's Ward 
and a section for Maternity cases. 
The Hospital is modern iu every re- 
spect and well equipped. There is 
a fine Operating Suite. (Consisting of 
four Operatln.g Rooms. Sterilizing 
Room and Doctor's Room. 

There are also scattered through 
the Territory six Maternity Hos- 
pitals. During the present year new 
and up-to-date Maternity Ho.spitals 
were opened in the cities of Halifax 
and Ottawa, having accommodation 
for one hundred and fifty patients, 
respectively. These are all giving 
good service and supplyin.g a need 
in the various centres. 

Training Schools for Nurses have 
been established in connection with 
the larger Hospitals, and at present 
sixtv are in training. 

The '\\'orking Women's Home is 
what the name implies and here 
may be found '.vomcn of all ages, 
some of whom are destitute of re- 
latives or friends, and who must 
wnrk by the day to keep body and 
sotil together, Beds and meals are 
supplied at low rates. In connec- 
tion with the Institution there is 
also a Free Labor Bureau, and an 
average of fifty women per day are 
^upplied with work, for which they 
receive the standard wage. 

A home away from home, is what 
can truly be said of the Young Wo- 
men's Boarding Homes. They were 
opened to provide accommodation 
for the young women who. hy force 
of circumstances, drift to the cities 
to find employment and wdio often

have to be content with low-salari- 
ed positions. The Homes are com- 
fortably furnished, with "homey" 
touches and conveniences, such as 
sewing rooms and laundry facilities, 
which are uutcli appreciated. 

The Sah'atiou Army work iu the 
Mercer Reformatory, Toronto, i!s 
under the direction of Major Mac- 
Naniara. and the results are most 
encouraging. 

Meetings are held every Saturday 
afternoon, and once a month on 
Sunday. The Superintendent has 
kindly arranged for the Major to do 
personal interviews with the prison- 
ers, and in this way a great deal of 
good i.s accomplished. In all cases 
the friends are sought out and com- 
municated with, and their co-opera- 
tion secured in the reclamation of 
the individual. In this way many 
are restored to home and friends. 

.The Salvation. Army Officer is a 
very welcome visitor at the Wo- 
men's Reformatory Jail Farm, Con- 
cord, and each Sunday afternoon 
Mrs. Staff-Captain Mi^F.lhiney or 
Mrs. Commantlant McRse hold ser- 
vices, and afterwards sneak person- 
ally to the inmates. The service is 
arranged somewhat after the sys- 
tem of a large Bible Class, the 
women reading verse bv verse and 
taking a splendid interest and join- 
ing heartily in the singing. 

By arrangement with the officials, 
many of the prisoners are allowed 
to leave a short time before their 
sentences expire, .and are provided 
for at the Salvation Army Receiv- 
ing Home, 916 Yonge Street, Tor- 
onto, and from here they proceed 
to situations, without the stigma of 
(Toing straiirht from the prison. 
Major MacNamara has the over- 
sight nf this work, and is assisted 
by other women Officers, who de- 
vote their efforts not onlv to the 
reformation, but the moulding of 
Christian character. Al.any letters 
are received from girls who have 
made good, givin.g grateful thanks 
for the labors in their interest.

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EXCAVATING POMPEII 

The task of inicovering the buried 
city of Pompeii, begun in 1748, is still 
in progress (slys "Review of Re- 
views"), and each year brings inter- 
esting discoveries, li^vcn during the 
late war this great archaeological un- 
dertaking went mi. In the "Illustrat- 
ed London News" Professor Pedcrico 
I lalhherr, of tlie Italian Department 
of Antiquities, describes the excava- 
tions of- the last few years, which 
have been particidarly fruitful. He 
says: 

"Their e.\traoidiiiary results are due 
chietl^' to tlie new, more careful and 
ninrc scientific method inaugurated hy 
the Director of the National Museum 
cf .N'aples, Professor Spinazzola, in 
the exploration of the old Vesuvfan 
cities. 

"In accordance with this system the 
gronnd is now dug — not hy means of 
pits and abrupt trenches, as formerly 
liul — ;i.s iirchaeologists are acetistonied 
Id do in prehisiorie luounds — hy hor- 
izontal strata, descending only by de- 
grees loward l!u: anciciit level, so 
thai it becomes pos.sible to catch and 
fix all the remains in llieir relative 
dtptli and position, and to preserve or 
restore all those parts of buildings 
upper and lower, wdiich have escaped 
irlnl destruction. 

"The new items of information ac- 
quired in this way are of the highest 
importance for n knowledge of Tom 
peiiin archileclnre — e.speeially that of 
the priv.atc bouse. Some old ideas 
about its form and construction — 
that, for instance, which regarded liie 
Ciraeco-O.scan habitation as a closed 
building, like Oriental dwellings, will) 
no openings, or oiilj' a fen-, toward 
the street — must now he completely 
abandoned. 

"On the coiitrary. the Pompeian 
house was pro\'ided with plenty of 
windows, grouped in pairs, or three 
and four together, in the manner of 
tlie t^othie. and — like those at Ostia 
but even more so — with projecting 
balustrades and galleries, perniilting 
ils inlialiilants to enjoy watching the 
uinvenieiit of people outside."

low Bravery and Fair Play of Australian Official 
Won over South Sea Islanders 



ALTHOUGH it is common know- 
ledge that the German South 
.Sea possession.'! are being a<l- 
ministered hy the Australian Govern- 
iiicnt, the general public have little 
idea 0/ the wonderful work her olli- 
cials have accomplished in these far- 
off and littlc-known lands, writes 
Harold J. Shepstonc, F.R.G.S. 1 
refer more particularly to the achieve- 
ments of that gallant yVustralian sol- 
dier, Caplain A. J. Hunter, who has 
rightly earned the title of the "Gor- 
don of the Pacific" for the work he 
did in obtaining the good will of the 
savage tribes of the German Solo- 
mons. 

When the Australians took these 
lands lliey found themselves sur- 
rounded hy suspicious, warlike and 
dangerous tribes, and at one time it 
looiced as if a whole army corps 
would he needed to restore order and 
peace.

Captain Hunter detcnnined to win 
over the respect and good will of 
these savage people. .-Vrmcd onlv with 
his well-known crine, he travelled ■ 
right into the heart of the savage- 
infested parts of Boug.'inville, the 
lar.gest and most thickly populated of 
thc^e islands', accompanied nnli- I>y a 
mere handful of .soldicr.s. It proved 
a terrible and perilous journey. As 
lliey inoA'cd away from the coast set- 
tlements the little party were called 
upon 10 face death in dnuded streams 
and alligamr-riddeii rivers, while one 
after another the men were laid low 
wilb (ri.pl.-:il r,-\,-i-. rajdaiii Hunter 
himself was struck down with this 
malady. \cl he insisted on advancing. 

He tjuickly discovered that the 
country was torn with tribal warfare. 
Tile chiefs were figliling one another, 
and things looked serious. When he 
learned two tribes were at war he 



hastened to the spot, and invariably 
managed to arrive upon the scene 
when the fight was at its height. 

There and then he would walk 
coolly into the midst of the combat- 
ants and boldly seize the chiefs. In- 
variably this action bad tlie desired 
effect and ended the struggle. It W'as 
this man's coolness and deliberation 
more than anything else tliat dismay- 
ed the warlike tribes in thcii heat 01 
fighting. Sometimes it was necessary 
to show a little force, when the mod- 
ern Gordon ordered, his men to fire 
over the he'ills- of the excited natives 
as a warning, and -111011 a.sked them to 
fi.steii to a parley. This was entirely 
different from the Geniiaii methods. 

What amazed the natives nicisl was 
that the chief of the white-men war- 
riors can led nothing but a harmless 
stick, ami ye( lie dared to walk into 
the midst of (heir fights and aciually 
.sci/.e (he chiefs. Captain Hiintcr'.s 
deeds were soon noised throughout 
the- island. Thus an .Ausiralian over- 
came them by means ;li;it appealed to 
their honor;ilile though savage in- 
stincts — that of bravery, with fair- 
ness. 

The chiefs were taken to Kicta and 
tliere lieid as hostages until the tribes 
g:ive guarantees that there w-ould be 
no more figliting. The chiefs are 
feared by llieir jieopies and :dso rev- 
erenced by iheiii. and it was b\- arrcst- 
jjng them' ill iliis w;iy that tapt:iiii 
, Miintor gained his cods. In less than 
twelve months' trilial warfare and de- 
predations liad ceased ihrougliout the 
German Solomons, '["he cliiefs had 
returned to their tribes, the n:ilives 
recognised they were in for f;iir 
treatment, their sick and wounded 
were cured and healed, and now they 
come to the "Great While ifan Chief" 
in Kieta to .settle all iheir troubles — 
even to their matrimonial disagree- 
meius! 

The German Solomon Islanders 
are a fine race, and there is no doubt 
that under the bcnerits of civilization 
and British rule the\- will become a 
very progressive people When em- 
ployed as laborers they are active 
and intelligent.

1 ■ In considering further the question 
of Band management it sliotild be 
borne in inind tlinl the principal coii- 
3 .cern of a member of an outside band 
■ is liis musical efficiency, but with the 
J Salvation Army Bandsman the pur- 
pose for the existence of the Band is 
< the extension of the Kingdom of God 
" on earth should be ever kept before 
him. Having satisfied himself that 
the Bandsmen understand and ap- 
r preciate the position the Bandmitstcr 
'. t should give his attention to the or- 
ganization of the Band. 
. ( The subject has already been 

t touched upon, but there are .several 
important aspects to he considered ■ 
s for instance, the relationship of the 
t Band to the Corps, apart from the 
furnishing of music. The Bandsman 
should ever remember that he is :t 
Soldier first and a Bandsman second 
1 and govern himself accordingly. 
,' If a Band is to progress it is nio.si 

j essential that it be put upon a good 
1 foundation financially. With all Band,'-- 
there is a constant call for repairs 
( and if it is to he a real asset to the 
J Corps the Band shoidd not only he 
1 self-supporting hut in a position to 
assist the Corps financially, and aJ.so 
'■• be prepared to organize a special 
j festival on its behalf. 

In order to attain to this happy 
. -j. position, the very most should be 
made of the Band League. If is sur- 
prising what a large smn can be 
I 'i raised by small weekly contribution.^. 
: j Properly managed, the League shoukl 
i. support the Band as regards repairs. 
', j music, and sundry expenses. 

As a rule, there are adherents and 
others, in addition to the Soldier,s 
who gladly contribute to the upkeep 
of the Band, but who arc more or 
less unsyiiipatlictic to the other work 
of the Corps. Every effort should 
be made to get these people to be- 
come Band League members. This, 
however, should not be left to one 
I man, but be equally shared by the 
men; indeed, each member of the 
Band must fed a personal responsi- 
bility for the financial upkeep of the 
Band. 

There are, of course, other methods 
of raising money for Band purposes. 
Many friends, while unwilling to give 
weekly, arc prepared to give a sub- 
scription once a year to the Band 
Fund, Festivals, at rea.sonable inter- 
vals and properly arranged, and ad- 
vertised, are always a source of 
pleasure and profit.
